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The Saps Who Pay the Piper 


There are Frenchmen who have ridden the 


wave oi inflation without damage. And there 


are Frenchmen who have come close to 


drowning. Their plight is shown by some 


startlirg ex amples in the February Reader’s 
Digest. 
Because French politicians failed to raise 
enough money in tax es to pay for their give­ 
away projects, the French franc lost value 
until it is now so nearly without value that 
the government is issuing 100-franc notes to 
create a new basis of currency ex change. 
The cost of living, aue to the polticians* 
irresDonsibility , is 37 times higher now than 
it was in 1927. This has been the downfall 
oi millions of aging French citizens who con­ 
scientiously saved to buy insurance, govern­ 
ment bonds, annuities and other fix ed-return 
investments to see them through their de­ 
clining y ears. 
These citizens, now impoverished, are clas­ 
sified as “economically weak,” which is the 
equivalent of “indigent” in the United States. 
They have come to grief because the cost 
of political generosity in y ears past was tak­ 
en out of their hides, instead of out of the 
hides of French tax pay ers. There are no less 
than four million of these unfortunate French­ 
men officially registered. They are the saps 
who paid the piper. 
I 
For ex ample, a widow living on annuities 
t bought out of savings by her husband now 
; must pay 40 times as much for a pound 
of butter as was being paid when the an- 
. nuities were being bought out of savings.

Chief Justice Warren has let his withdrawal 
from membership in the American Bar Assn. 
speak for itself. It has been eloquent. 
It cries out against sniping attacks on the 
U. S. Supreme Copurt by legalists who accuse 
it of trespassing on the rights of Congress. 
It proclaims disagreement with legalists who 
would like to have the Constitution say one 
thing for their convenience and another thing 
for the inconvenience of an opponent. It 
shrieks a protest agaist legalists who have 
been undermining the prestige of the Supreme 
Court by hinting that it has been over-kind 
to Communists, instead of enhancing its pres­ 
tige by admitting ha i reversed some bad 
decisions that could not be allowed to go 
unchallenged. 
An American Bar Assn. committee now has 
proposed to Congress belatedly that it clear 
up a number of points in the law that have 


produced criticism of Supreme Court rulings. 


This proposal, which has been endorsed by 


the AAB board of governors, disclaims any 
intention to censure the Supreme Court. 


Congress is solely responsible for settling 


disagreements about legislative intent, if they 
cannot be settled by the Supreme Court. Only 
Congrss can enact legislation. If some of the 
legalists who have been jumping on the Su­ 
preme Court for disagreeing with their pre­ 
dilections will take their deas to Congress 
for settlement, they will find that many poli­ 
ticians on Capitol Hill have not the slightest 
interest in taking the Supreme Court off the 
spot. 
It is easier to jump on the court than to 
straighten out the intent of the law. Chief 
Justice Warren seems to have known that all 
the time.

What Is Force? 


WASHINGTON (A P )-It's just a 
simple question in philosophy right 
now—What is force? But in a few 
months it may be the heart of a 
crisis over West Berlin. 
This is a brief version of the 
problem: 
Not only is East Germany Com­ 
munist-run, under the thumb of 
the Soviet Union, but so is the 
Eastern Zone of Berlin which is 
the capital of the East German 
government. 
The 
Soviets 
have 
troops there. Berlin is 100 mi'es 
inside East Germany . 
But 
the 
2.200.000 civilians 
in 
West Berlin consider themselves 
citizens of West Germany whose 
capital is in Bonn. West Berlin is 
a 
Western 
showpiece. 
Its

prosperity is a glaring contrast to 
the drabness of East Berlin. 
S i nc e 
World

day s, 
through agreements with the So­ 
viet 
Union, 
the 
Western Allies 
have had troops in West Berlin. 
Tiiey are supplied from West Ger­ 
many —by plane, rail and roa d- 
through or over 110 miles of East 
Germany .

compel the West to face or avert 
a crisis. The Soviets in effect set 
a deadline around May 27. 
They call for making West Ber- 
in a free city ; they want Western 
military forces withdrawn; they 
want a settlement of unify ing the 
two Germany s; they talk of mak­ 
ing a separate peace settlement 
with East Germany . 
And they talk of turning over to 
the East German government full 
control of what can enter East 
Germany .

They decided to try talking before 
the May 27 deadline. They pro­ 
posed that the United States, the 
Soviet Union, Britain and France 
have a foreign ministers confer­ 
ence. 


The Good Old Days?

NEW YORK (AP)—George and 
Martha Washington didn’t have a 
government consumer price index 
to tell them if their living costs 
were rising. 
They never even heard of that 
soit of government activity . A lot 
of the things y ou buy cost them 
much less. A lot of things y ou use 
they never heard of. 
The government has just told us 
that it cost a bit more to live in 
January than it did in December. 
The classic way of comparing 
today ’s high prices with the past 
is to ask: How much did a dozen 
eggs, a quart of milk, a loaf of 
bread coast in President Washing­ 
ton’s day ? The answers are count­ 
ed upon to floor y ou. 
But look at it for a moment. 
Mrs. 
Washington 
had 
bread 
baked in her own kitchen. The 
cost — involving free or slave la­ 
bor — is hard to compute. If she 
had bought a loaf in the store, 
it wouldn’t have been sliced nor 
stuffed with 
v i t a m i n s (about 
which she knew only instinctive­ 
ly » , nor wrapped in wax ed paper. 
Mrs. Washington 
probably did 
not buy milk in the store or from 
a delivery man. 
If she had, it 
wouldn’t have been in either bot­ 
tles or cartons, and certainly not 
pasteurized or homogenized. 
If she ever bought eggs in a 
store they wouldn’t have been tip­ 
toe in a carton, and candled and 
dated to guarantee they wouldn’t 
hatch before she used them. 
The 
vagaries 
of 
the 
winter 
weather didn’t affect the Washing­ 
tons' diet of fresh fruit, vegetables 
and 
salads. 
If they 
had 
these 


items in the winter they probably 
were out of the root cellar — if 
Ihey were frozen, it would have 
been a catastrophe. 
Gen. 
Washington 
didn’t 
fret 
rbout rail commutation fares go­ 
ing up periodically , or bus rides 
costing more. But if he wanted to 
go from Mount Vernon to Boston 
say . by stage coach, it was a 
costly business in terms of time 
consumed and wear and tear on 
his body structure. 
At Mount Vernon they had their 
own slaughter house and smoke 
house. How much their meat cost 
we can’t be sure. But could they 
buy up bargains at the superm ar­ 
ket and store them in a deep 
fieeze? Packaged or may be pre- 
cockd? 
May be 
there’s no 
government 
index that really tells y ou how 
good the good old day s were.

Russian Wrote of Interview W ith Senator 


This 
p r o p o s al had 
hardly 
reached the Kremlin when Pre 
mler Nikita S. Khrushchev threw 
another log on the fire Tuesday . 
Referring to the idea that the 
Soviet Union might let the East 
Germans refuse 
to 
permit 
pas­ 
sage of military supplies to West 
Berlin, he said: 
“ Any violation of the German 
Democratic Republic’s sovereign­ 
ty will be fittingly rebuffed, re­ 
gardless of how the violation is 
made: by water, ground or air.” 
Then Khrushchev suggested that 
if the Allies tried to shoot their 
way 
through 
East Germany to 
West Berlin it would mean war. 
“Every one realizes that if any ­ 
one 
starts 
shooting 
that 
would 
mean the beginning of war,” he 
said. 
President 
Eisenhower, 
asked 
about the Khrushchev comments 
at his Wednesday news confer­ 
ence. replied: “ We are not say ing 
that we are going to shoot our 
way into Berlin.” 
He said if the Western powers 
were prevented from carry ing out 
their obligations to the people of 
West Berlin “ It will be somebody 
else using force.” 
He said Khrushchev “ must be 
talking about shooting to prevent 
us from doing our duty . After all, 
that is what is going to happen, if 
it happens.” 
That brings back the question 
which may have to be settled on 
the East German frontier: What 
is force? 
Is it force if the United States— 
arguing it has a right and duty to 
ship supplies to West Berlin and 
has agreements with the Soviets 
to let the supplies through—insists 
on going through? Is that force? 
The West would argue: No. But 
the Soviets. who now claim the 
old agreements are 
o ut da t e d, 
would insist any attempt by the 
Allies to send military supplies 
through East 
Germany 
against 
the 
East German 
government’s 
will is force. 
Perhaps this will happen, if the 
situation gets that far: The first 
time the East Germans refuse to 
let Allied supplies through, 
the 
West—instead of seeking a show­ 
down there and then—may stop 
short of try ing to ram through 
ard take the case to the United 
Nations, at least for discussion.

IN THIS INSTANCE, Sir Loionel 
S-ckville-West. British minister to 
Washington, sent a letter marked 
“ private” to an 
American who 
had asked w'hat would be the best 
way for a naturalized citizen, form­ 
erly of Great Britain, to vote in 
the presidential election of 1888. 
The minister wrote that it would 
be to the best interests of Great 
Britain if the vote were cast for 
Grover Cleveland. 
The 
letter 
was 
made 
public 
through friends of the recipient. 
Though any intention to interfere 
in American politics was disclaim­ 
ed by the British mnister, he was 
promptly handed his passport by 
order of President Cle/eland. 
' But the damage was done and 


Mr 
Cleveland 
was defeated in 
that campaign largely because of 
the 
opposition 
of 
anti-British 
groups. 
Meddling in American politics by 
any diplomatic representative of a 
foreign 
government 
has 
alway s 
been 
considered 
by 
the 
United 
States government as an impropr 
activity . 
. 
In an early instance, "Citizen 
Genet, the diplomatic representa­ 
tive of the French government, 
cr.ticized the United States n pub­ 
lic for issuing a proclamation of 
neutrality in the war then going 
on 
between 
France 
and 
Great 
Britain. When he threatened to ap­ 
peal 
over 
the head of Presdent 
Washington 
to 
the 
American 
people, his recall was requested 
by the secretary of state, Thomas 
Jefferson. 
In 1952. the Soviet government it­ 
self requested the recall of Am­ 
bassador George Kennan because 
of some remarks he made to the 
press while in Bonn, Germany . 


THESE COMMENTS were critic­ 
al of the Soviet government, which, 
in a formal note, declared that he 
had committed “ a rude violation 
of the generally recognized norms 
of ’nternational law’.” 
To this. Secretary of State Ache- 
son replied (hat the Soviet itself 
had disregarded the rules of inter­ 
national intercourse and that what 
M>* Kennan had said w’as true. 
Any way , the recall, of course, 
took effect, as it is the custom to 
comply with the requests of other 
governments 
when they 
declare 
any mmber of an embassy or 
legation to be “ persona non grata” 
of unacceptable any longer to the 
resident government. 
Mikhail Menshikov, the present 
Soviet 
ambassador, has violated 
the rules in more way s than one. 
He refused last November, for in­ 
stance. while at the Department 
of State to listen to a tape re­ 
cording which dealt with the crash 
of an American unarmed airplane 
ip which 17 Americans were killed. 
To refuse to accept a part of 
any communication submitted in 
diplomatic intercourse and. in ef­ 
fect to challenge its veracity is 
to offer an insult to the resident 
government. For ambassadors are 
regarded as channels of communi­ 
cation and, if these are inopera­ 
tive. there is little use in continuing 
to receive the same ambassador 
as an accredited representative of 
his government.

tempt in the way of restrictions, 
can alway s design interesting and 
profitable way s legally to escape 
tax es. But to the relatively poor 
such ex pert aid is not available. 
They fashion do it-y ourself meth­ 
ods of cheating. These are called 
evasion, which is illegal — not 
avoidance, which is legal. But by 
either method, the motive is the 
same and the end result is the 
same. 
“ W’here are we today ? Every ­ 
body chea's who is able to. Feif 
of the well-to-do resort to such ex ­ 
treme methods as hiding income 
abroad. But they ex aggerate deduc­ 
tions, carry ing family ex penses as 
business 
ex penses 
or otherwise. 
Businessmen use such methods as 
inventory manipulations. But the 
time may come when there will be 
more and more hiding of income, 
which is very easy to do. 
“ People with low incomes have 
air^ady started to hide on a wide­ 
spread scale. Certain kinds of do­ 
mestic 
help 
are 
imoossible 
to 
get unless pay ment is made in 
cash. Many an otherwise virtuous 
housewife participates in this aven­ 
ue to evasion. Many employ es have 
cash-on-the spot jobs on the side. 
Some people with relatively 1 o w 
incomes make no returns and get 
away with it.” 


! MIGHT ADD that a y ear or 
two ago a lawy er in a rural area 
whcse clients are farmers told me 
that he lost many clients because 
he prepared for them what he con­ 
sidered honest returns. Thereuoon, 
the clients marched over to anoth­ 
er lay er whose morality rested 
on another plane. 
Thus, there is an element of com­ 
petition in which the lawy er whose 
compassion for the tax pay er ex ­ 
ceeds his concern for public rev­ 
enue gets the most businss. 
As this goes on. the tax collec­ 
tor must hire more and more

That, in turn, means more bureau­ 
cracy , more government ex pense 
and more tax es.

It was 
this court which organized the dis­ 
trict in December, 1934. 
There is also a board of di­ 
rectors. Two new directors, Clyde 
Lewis of Delaware and Jam es H. 
Parriell of W a s h i n g ton Court 
House, were named last December 
to carry out the dissolution. The 
ducctors execute the orders of 
the court. 
The area involved is west cen­ 
tral Ohio, from Lake Erie to the 
Ohio River. Included are Craw­ 
ford, Delaware, Fayette, Frank­

Appea red Early 
Trouble appeared early. There 
were 
resignations 
and 
appoint­ 
ments of new persons as early as 
1935. Many court actions followed. 
But in the meantime an Ohio State 
University professor, C. E. Sher- 
mcn. had made studies and pre­ 
pared a flood control plan. It was 
hoped the Public W7orks Admin­ 
istration (PWA> would finance the

preliminary report 
was req uested.

There followed a disagreement 
©ver what part, if any, the U. S. 
Army’s Corps of Engineers would 
play in studying the project for 
possible federal 
money. 
A 
suit 
filed to get rid of the board of di 
rectors was dismissed in June, 
1937. but two directors resigned 
shortly after. 
The Army Engineers finally be­ 
gan a study, but before any recom­ 
mendations could be considered, 
World War II came. 
In D e c e m b e r , 1945. federal 
money arrived to begin the Dela­ 
ware 
Reservoir, 
selected 
seven 
years earlier under the federal 
Flood Control Acts of 1937-38 . Th 
sets said the government would 
pay the whole cost of flood con­ 
trol projects where estimated ben­ 
efits might exceed costs. 
Decided To Act 
Following the war, the district 
decided to act on a comprehensive 
plan. To finance it. directors lev­ 
ied a .3 mill assessment against 
ail real estate in the district on 
Feb. 15, 1947. The plan was fi­ 
nally completed and adopted by 
diiectors in January, 1951.

find. Now educators are falling ov­ 
er each other trying to find out 
how to start a program for gifted 
children. 
“ A gifted child is one who has 
unusual insight, or skill, or both. 
Please note the definition carries 
no mention of high IQ. 
Gifted 
children 
are generally 
well-developed physically and well- 
integrated, Mr. Kerr pointed out. 
Often they seem to have most of 
the desirable physical and mental 
traits all done up in one package. 
They are alert, sometimes h i gh 
strung, have to be busy, have high 
concentration, think like lightning, 
and are generally way out ahead 
o f you. 
“ Theie are no tables estim at­ 
ing the concentration of gifted chil­ 
dren in the population. One to one 
hundred may or may not be some­ 
where near the average,” he opin­ 
ed. 
“ Gifted children need to be chal­ 
lenged: they need to be guided: 
they need to be kept pace with, but 
not pressed. They should be given 
free rein in their manner of at­ 
tacking problems. Here is where 
we get surprises, and where sig­ 
nificant discoveries are made. 
Salem is in the process of iden­ 
tifying its gifted children, he said. 
Where there is teaching staff cap­ 
able and willing, we are challeng­ 
ing our gifted pupils by encourag­ 
ing special reports to be worked 
up and presented to the class. Also 
here may be projects to be erect­ 
ed for display. Preparing the dis­ 
play generally calls for a lot of 
research which serves to give the 
child a deeper understanding 
of 
what he is displaying.

The Soviet premier brushed a- 
siae as obsolete the Western pro­ 
posal for a forign ministers con­ 
ference on Germany. Instead, he 
plumped again for summit talks 
and sprang a surprise by offering

Once more he insisted that Ger­ 
man reunification was a matter 
for the East and West German 
governments, not the Big Four. 
In earlier private talks with the 
British premier, Khrushchev had 
given no indicaton he was to let 
loose with a blast at the West or 
revive the idea of a nonaggression 
te a ty —an 
idea 
Macmillan 
put 
forward himself a year ago to 
alleviate Soviet fears of a reunited 
Germany.

Sep arate cases were before the 
cou rt inv olv ing You ngstown Sheet 
& Tu be Co. and United States Ply ­ 
wood Corp . 
You ngstown Sheet and Tu be p ro­ 
tested an Ohio p rop erty tax on 
imp orted bu lk iron ores. The firm 
p laced the ores in sep arate stock­ 
p iles in the same form as imp ort­ 
ed. The imp orted ore was not min­ 
gled with other comp any p rop er­ 
ty u ntil manu factu ring p rocesses 
began. 
Ju stice 
Whittaker 
wrote 
the 
cou rt 
majority 
op inion. 
Ju stice 
Stewart took no p art and Ju stices 
Frankfu rter and Harlan dissented. 
Whittaker said the imp orted ma­ 
terials were intended to su p p ly 
and were essential to the man­ 
u factu rers’ cu rrent op erating needs.; 
State p rop erty tax es, he said, 
may be imp osed on imp orted ma­ 
terials which, at the time of the 
tax assessment “were being u sed.; 
in ev ery p ractical sense for the 
p u rp oses for which they had been 
imp orted . . . ju st like domestic 
p rop erty that was kep t at the same 
p lace in the same way for the 
same u se.”

In another decision, this one by 
j 8-0, the cou rt held that states may 
discriminate again their own resi­ 
dents in imp osition of p rop erty 
tax es on merchandise held in stor­ 
age. 
Su ch discrimination, the cou rt 
said, is p ermissible when resting 
“u p on a state of facts that rea­ 
sonably can be conceiv ed to con­ 
stitu te a distinction or difference, 
in state p olicy which the state is 
not p rohibited from . . . by the 


equ al p rotection clau se of the 14th 
mendment.”
